War Department Issues Rules 
For Award of JoURNAL Medals 


Rules governing the selection of supe- 
rior Civilian Conservation Corps Camps, 
the personnel of which will receive the 
awards offered by the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, were issued this week by the 
War Department. 

One camp will be selected in each corps 
area. The commanding officer of the 
camp will receive a gold medal. each of 
his subordinate officers will be awarded 
a silver button, while each of the enlisted 
men and each of the CCC enrollees will 
be presented with a bronze button. 

The text of the War Department letter 
sent to each Corps Area Commander is 
as follows:

“1. The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has 
offered prizes of gold medals and silver 
and bronze buttons for the best con- 
ducted camps of the CCC.

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Officer Strength Vital, 
Secretary Dern Asserts 


When the annual assaults upon the 
strength of the army are made this win- 
ter, a vigorous defense may be expected 
from Secretary Dern. Since coming into 
the Cabinet Mr. Dern has become an 
ardent advocate of maintaining the 
army's personnel strength. 

This attitude is widened in the 
speeches he made during his recent 
Western trip. While in San Francisco 
he spoke on the CCC in the course of 
which he said: 

“Now the Army is handling the thou- 
sand and one details connected with the 
supply, health, welfare, pay, and admin- 
istration of this corps. 

“In accomplishing this job, the Army 
itself has learned and is learning many 

valuable lessons. 





“The Regular Army has’ furnished 
some 3,000 officers for duty with the 
Civilian Conservation Corps. This was 


only possible by suspending our essential 
military school system, stripping regi- 
ments down to one or two officers per 
battalion, and greatly reducing the officer 
personnel with our civilian components— 
the National Guard, Organized Reserves 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, and 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps. The 
furnishing of these officers, trained in 
the essentials of leadership, supply, sani- 
tation, and administration of units, made 
the difference between success and fail- 
ure. The mobilization and establishment 
of the CCC camps was done with such 
lack of fuss, that, except for newspaper 
stories, the country would not have been 
conscious of its taking place. The ab- 
sence of these officers from their regular 
peace-time duties has demonstrated to 
me that the commissioned personnel can- 
not be further reduced if the Army is 
to ——— ‘arry out its mission under 
the National Defense Act. 

“The Army school system is an abso- 
lute necessity for keeping our officers at 
a high state of professional efficiency. 
Without it we would stagnate. 

“Our national defense is based on our 
citizen soldiery. Its training is one of 
our chief missions under the National 
Defense Act with the end in view that 
another war may not find us ineffective 
for over a year. An instructed citizen 
soldiery is of inestimable value; without 
instruction it is valueless. No officers 
can be spared from these duties, 

“Our Regular Army garrisons are scat- 
tered over the United States. The with- 
drawal] of so many officers and noncom- 
missioned officers from these posts has 
badly disrupted their efficiency as organ- 
izations. With only an officer or two 
per battalion and with many key non- 
commissioned officers gone, training is at 
a standstill and their effectiveness if 
called on for an emergency, foreign or 
domestic, is greatly reduced. 

“Our force of trained officers is a great 
asset. Each trained officer represents a 
big investment. No matter what you 
may hear to the contrary from theorists, 
any reduction in their number would be 
a blow to our national security.”

The current maneuvers of the Japanese Navy, purportedly directed toward 
the defense against an “American attack,” as well as the increased military and 
naval budget of that power. has served to arouse comment from American news- 
papers. It is virtually universally recognized that there is nothing wrong with 
either of these actions. 





The Newport Daily News, under the heading “How to Forfend Attack,” believes 
the maneuvers are for the purpose of startling the Japanese taxpayer into a greater 
willingness to stand for the cost of military and naval expansion. 

“A good deal of attention,” the News’ editor states, “is being given just now 
to the story that comes from Japan, telling of the naval maneuvers conducted 
by the Japanese fleet, in which the problem being worked out concerns a theoretical 
attack by the United States navy. 

“That it is a studied insult to the United States we do not believe. More likely 
it is designed by the Japanese government to alarm the Japanese people and to 
make it easier for them to be patient when they are taxed some millions of addi- 
tional dollars for naval and military expansion. 

“However, these things need not concern us unduly. 
concern us is our condition to repel attack not only by one specific power, 
by any and all powers. 

“We need Japan as a friend and as a customer, and we should do everything 
to make her understand this. Meanwhile we should not permit our navy and our 
army to sink into obsolescence.”

A more personal interest among the Japanese in the military preparedness of 
their nation than exists among the Americans is intimated in the Washington 
Times, which editorializes : 

“The wise Japanese,” the Times points out, “having learned that peace is the 
time in which to prepare for war, will train their people in the measures to be 
taken if their country is attacked by air. 

“The grand maneuvers of the Japanese navy are now being held. 

“The chief feature is defense of the coast from a ‘hostile’ fleet approaching 
from the Pacific. 

“As a climax, a three-day air raid will be made on Tokyo, and every man, 
woman and child in the city will be under the orders of the military authorities. 
The attacks will be made at night. 

“If our Government tried such an experiment in New York, 
the roar of protest that would go up. 

“That is one difference between Japanese and Americans. 

“Both people will cheerfully give up their lives for their country, 
Japanese will go farther and give up their sleep.”

“That is going to be hard for the Japanese taxpayer. Despite all the appeals 
to his patriotism he must be wondering when this money now going out will come 
back in the shape of profits from the increase in the territory under Japanese 
control.

It 
is now, and must continue to be, the particular business of the Japanese army 
and navy to persuade the Japanese people that the world is conspiring against their 
security, and to keep the nation’s nerves on edge, until the staggering armament 
appropriations for the next fiscal year have passed the Diet. Such a yarn as the 
‘Asahi’ has just published is so well adapted to this purpose that the Japanese 
imperial army’s interest in it is not only to be taken for granted but might easily 
be a paternal one.”

National Guard Bureau 
Compiles History Data

Win the co-operation of the state 
military authorities, universities 
and other learned societies, the National 
Guard Bureau proposes to compile a full 
bibliography of sources for the history of 
the National Guard. 

The National Guard Bureau has long 
felt the need for a history of the Guard. 
Especially of late, as the Guard has 
grown in importance as a factor in the 
national defense, has developed in effi- 
ciency and gained in prestige owing to 
its improvements in personnel and train- 
ing: requests for information are con- 
tinually being received which must be re- 
ferred to the state authorities or remain 
inadequately answered or not at all. 
Sometimes the request is made for a com- 
plete history of the National Guard. 

“We must write a history” decides the 
Bureau. “No documents, no history.” re- 
plies the Historical Section, Regulations 
Division. It would be possible to compile 
a narrative of how the state militias 
came to he the National Guard of the 
United States, but any such story must 
needs be sketchy. incomplete and unre- 
liable in a word. unworthy of the sub- 
Ject and of the National Guard Bureau. 
The subject itself and the value of the 
result depend upon doing the job 
properly. 

The first step must be to collect the 
scattered source materials, or at least to 
know where they are and how they may 
he made available. This according to one 
authority (F. J. Turner, The Significance 
of Sections in American History). is the 
main problem of American history today. 
“The lack of systematic bibliographies of 
the documents in the various states of

important service 
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the Union * * * * * * is much to be re- 
gretted,” says the same historian. He 
states that “Missionaries of history 
* * * * * listing and copying or bringing 
into secure and accessible libraries the 
materials in the form of newspapers, 
pamphlets, journals, correspondence 
** * * * etc, would do a work that pos- 
terity would recognize with gratitude.” 

On December 21, 1932, Mr. Milton Con- 
over of the Department of the Social 
Sciences of Yale University wrote to the 
Chief of the (then) Militia Bureau ask- 
ing if there were available a bibliography 
of the history of state militias or Na- 
tional Guards for every state in the 
Union. Such a guide was desired by 
Yale University to be used in connection 
with a study of state governments. The 
Chief of the Bureau replied that no such 
list was in existence but that the Bureau 
was already taking steps to have one 
compiled. 

Meanwhile another influence, economy, 
was driving toward the same end, In 
the National Guard Register there have 
been printed outline histories of National 
Guard units. The cost of reprinting all 
this data with every new edition is con- 
siderable. It was suggested that. inas- 
much as more than 90 per cent of these 
outline histories have already been writ- 
ten, they might be published separately 
in permanent form. When the Historical 
Section, Army War College. was con- 
sulted, it expressed the opinion that if a 
separate publication were to be printed. 
it might be well to expand these outline 
histories slightly and to publish in the 
same volume the histories of all units of 
the Army of the United States, including 
both regular and reserve regiments in ad- 
dition to those of the National Guard. 
thus emphasizing “The One Army Idea.” 
The Bureau agreed in these informal ne- 
gotiations and suggested that there be 
added to the book as an appendix a bib- 
liography of sources which would serve 
as a guide to historians who desired to 
write histories of regiments, divisions or 
of state militia activities. 

The American Historical Association 
was then consulted regarding some of 
the technical problems which arose, such 
as the appropriate classification of 
sources to he used, the best form of cita- 
tion of sources, and the best way of or- 
ganizing the undertaking. It was decided 
to use either the style employed by the 
Library of Congress or that used by the 
American Historical Association in its 
bibliography of “Writings on American 
Tlistory.” 

The problem of organization was more 
difficult. To begin with. in order to mini- 
mize duplication of effort and to avoid 
useless labor, it was decided that the 
source materials in the Capital—the ar- 
chives of the War Department and the 
sources in the Library cf Congress— 
should be listed first. 

A second problem has appeared to be 
of greater magnitude as time has passed: 
the problem of duplication between states. 
For example, records for the American 
Revolution may be found not only in the 
Library of Congress and in the War De- 
partment, but some of those pertaining to 
Alabama and Mississippi may be found 
in Georgia, and those of Illinois and 
Kentucky in Virginia, of Maine—and 
some of Rhode Island in Massachusetts, 
and those for Tennessee in Nori’ Caro- 
lina. To prevent duplication of effort 
the Historical Section of the National 
Guard Bureau will furnish a list of such 
Revolutionary War Records of the vari- 
ous states as have appeared in printed 
form. 

Similariy, the early military history 
of the Far West is interwoven. For ex- 
ample, the famous Mormon Battalion 
was formed while the Mormons were en 
route from Illinois to Utah, and it made 
its historic march across the deserts to 
San Diego, California. It is very likely 
that some valuable records pertaining to 
this amazing unit will be found in Cali- 
fornia. In a similar manner, the “Col- 
umn from California” marched through 
Arizona to New Mexico during the Civil 
War and remained to fight the Apaches. 
Whatever other records of its campaigns 
may have been left in these territories, 
on Inscription Rock, with the names in- 
scribed by the Old Spanish explorers, are 





to be formed names of members of the 
“Column from California.” In one of the 
publications of the Wyoming Historical 
Society there is an article (F. G. Bur- 
nett, History of the Western Divisions 
of the Powder River Expedition) which 
tells of “The Western Division of the 
Powder River Expedition, under direct 
command of Genera] Connor, and it con- 
sisted of the First Colorado Cavalry, the 
second California, Eleventh Ohio, Seventh 
Iowa Battery * * *.” 

It therefore appears necessary that the 
various states co-operate with one an- 
other, notifying the Adjutant General of 
that state to whose military forces any 
important record is found and, if prac- 
ticable, sending him the original or a 
certified copy. whichever may be appro- 
priate to the nature of the document. 

The first step. of course, is for the ‘Ad- 
jutant General to call upon all units and 
all former members who may have 
records of historical value in their pos- 
session, to forward them to his office so 
that they may be filed with the historical 
archives or certified copies made and the 
originals returned. It would be desirable 
also to confer with history societies and 
patriotic bodies urging their co-operation 
in the task of collecting and listing such 
documents as may shed light on the mili- 
tary history of the state, to the end that 
the source material may be as complete 
as possible and be available for use by 
military or other historians. 

It goes without saying that for the 
state to compile a complete record of 
sources relating to the history of its Na- 
tional Guard, and to have the work done 
in a thoroughly scholarly way will lead 
to important benefits. In the first place 
it lays the foundation for a military his- 
tory of the state or any of its units. Such 
histories, read by members of the Na- 
tional Guard, inspire pride and build up 
esprit-de-corps: read by others, they 
create recognition of the functions and 
value of the National Guard and hence 
to a greater measure of public interest, 
appreciation, and support. It is surpris- 
ing how many people are interested in 
the history. the coats-of-arms and _ in- 
signia of the National Guard. The appe- 
tite is there. It needs solid food to feed 
on: and “Appetite comes with eating.” A 
secon@ Value lies in the use which will be 
made of a list of sources by universities. 
Those who will make future publie opin- 
ion, as journalists, politicians or leaders 
in their communities, are having their 
minds formed in our colleges. The paci- 
fists are making systematic efforts to 
mold their opinions. The ability to refer 
to public documents by means of a 
scholarly bibliography being placed at 
their disposal, will enable them to come 
to their own conclusions independently— 
which is a more powerful form of 
opinion than that already made by inter- 
ested groups. 

The project of the National Guard Bu- 
reau promises hard work for a long 
time; but it promises commensurate re- 
wards for the future. 





Marines to Quit Haiti 


Under an executive agreement reached 
this week the Marines will be withdrawn 
from Haiti by Oct. 1, 1934. The agree- 
ment does not need confirmation by the 
legislative bodies of either government. 

There are now in Haiti about 200 Ma- 
rines in the aviation units, about 100 at 
Cape Haitian and 350 at Port au Prince. 
The number with the constabulary has 
been steadily reduced until now that 
organization is manned by natives ex- 
cept for 12 or 15 marine officers and an 
equal number of Marine non-commis- 
sioned officers who hold commissions in 
the Garde d’Haiti. 

It was said in Washington this week 
that the State Department had expressed 
a willingness to do even better than the 
treaty and to withdraw all Marines by 
this October. However, it is said the 
Haitians themselves protested this and 
said that they wanted them to stay until 
the date set by the treaty. 

The agreement provides that the Presi- 
dent of Haiti may if he wishes ask for 
a military mission of seven members. 
This mission, if asked for, undoubtedly 
will consist entirely of Marine Officers

inasmuch as the treaty specifies that they 
must have served in Haiti. 

The text of the agreement as it re- 
lates to the Marines follows: 

ARTICLE 1. 

The American officers now serving 
with the Garde d’Haiti will be replaced 
in such a manner that by Oct. 1, 1934, 
the Garde shall be completely command- 
ed by Haitian officers. 

ARTICLE 2. 

On Oct. 1, 1934, the Garde, under 
complete command of Hataian officers, 
will be turned over to a colonel in ac- 
tive service whom the President of the 
republic shall designate as commandant. 

ARTICLE 3. 

The promotions to be effected until 
the complete Haitianization of the Garde 
will be made after examinations held in 
the presence of the representatives of 
the Government of Haiti in conformity 
with Article X of the treaty of Sept. 
16, 1915. 

ARTICLE 4. 

To complete the instruction, training 
and discipline of the Garde, the Presi- 
dent of Haiti may, if he considers it de- 
sirable, request the President of the 
United States to designate a military 
mission of not more than seven mem- 
bers among the American officers who 
have served in Haiti. The powers to be 
granted to this mission will be deter- 
mined by a decree of the President of 
Haiti. The services of this mission shall 
terminate at the request of either party 
to the treaty upon sixty days’ notice 
given by either party. 

ARTICLE 5. 

The withdrawal of the marine bri- 
gade of the United States and the Ameri- 
can Scientific Mission established by the 
accord of Aug. 5, 1931, shall commence 
on Oct. 1, 1934, and shall be completed 
within thirty days. 

ARTICLE 6. 

The government of Haiti, in order to 
preserve public order, assumes the obli- 
gation of maintaining strict discipline 
in the Garde and of applying for this 
purpose the present regulations of the 
Garde d’Haiti. 

It will enact a statute which will 
fix the conditions of appointment, pro- 
motion and retirement in the Garde. It 
will also take all legislative measures 
recognized as necessary to guarantee 
public peace and security.

Word has been received that the gov- 
ernment of Ecuador has voted to pre- 
sent the “Star of Abdon Calderon” to 
certain officers of the United States 
Army and Navy for “services to the Re- 
public.”

‘These trustees will use 
every legal means to assure that deposi- 
tors get every cent possible and present 
indications are favorable for the collec- 
tion of the entire amount. The net re- 
turn on funds with-held to cover stock 
purchases amounts to 2% on the total 
amount invested. 

Directors urge that full co-operation 
by all depositors will insure a much 
earlier retirement of the retired stock 
and will allow the bank to make its nor- 
mal profits, which can in turn be used to 
replace previous losses and build up a 
surplus. The present management, it is 
pointed out, has determined upon a 
policy of security rather than large 
profits and all depositors can be assured 
that only the best of securities will be 
purchased, and a large surplus will be 
accumulated to take care of unforseen 
conditions in the future instead of dis- 
posing of them in dividends.

Motorized Observation Balloon 

Tests were recently conducted at Scott 
Field, Belleville, Ill., on a Motorized Ob. 
servation Balloon for the purpose of de. 
termining the practicability of convert. 
ing an observation balloon into an air. 
ship, in order that it may be transported 
from one observation point to another, 
The present observation balloon must 
be towed on a cable when such maneuy- 
ers are to be carried out and the ad. 
vantages of flying the balloon through 
the air rather than maneuvering it over 
the ground are very apparent because of 
the rapidity with which a change in lo. 
eations can be accomplished. 

The tests were highly satisfactory con- 
sidering the fact that all the tests were 
conducted on improvised and altered 
equipment which did not require any ex- 
penditure of funds. 

The craft can be flown as an ordinary 
observation balloon and then hauled to 
the ground; the cable disconnected and 
a small power car attached, after which 
it can be operated as an airship. The 
change from a ballon to an airship can 
be made in about ten minutes. The fact 
that a craft of these characteristics is 
entirely practical will greatly improve 
the efficiency of observation balloons in 
that the arrangement allows a flexibility 
of operations that really permits two dis- 
tinct applications of the same craft; that 
of an observation balloon and an air- 
ship. 

When used as an observation balloon 
its operation will be similar to present 
practice, except that the balloon can be 
flown to the rear zone and secured toa 
small mooring mast rather than mooring 
close to the ground as was done during 
the war, which system required special 
preparations for such a mooring. It can 
be flown on a cable along sea coast sta- 
tions for observation purposes and then 
be converted into an airship for harbor 
patrol work, under which condition it 
would have considerable advantage over 
surface craft that might be used for the 
same purpose. 

In view of the satisfactory results 
thus far obtained with the experimental 
model, consideration is now being given 
to the development of a service test mod- 
el with which the several applications 
may be more thoroughly investigated.

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Naval Strength and Personnel 

With the present ships’ quotas reduced 
to the minimum and vessels under con- 
struction requiring new crews, the need 
for an increase in Navy personnel, both 
commissioned and enlisted, is apparent. 

It is quite probable that the 1935 Navy 
budget, now being drafted will ask for 
an increase in enlisted strength and pos- 
sibly in commissioned strength. Five 
cruisers will be completed during the 
next year and also the aircraft carrier 
Ranger, two submarines and some of the 
destroyers from the new program will be 
needing crews.

In a statement issued this week, entitled 


“Concerning Non-competitive Naval Com- | 


petitions and Inducements Thereto,” the 
League throngh its president galls not 


only for treaty strength in vessels but | 


for men to man the fleet. The statement 
follows: 

“The widely heralded assertion that 
the recently announced naval building 
programs of Great Britain and Japan 
were inspired by the present naval build- 
ing program of the United States and 
that these programs initiate an interna- 
tional race for naval supremacy, must 
severely tax the credulity of an intelli- 
gent nation. 

“The widespread knowledge that the 
Washington and London Naval Limita- 
tion Treaties provide a definite quota of 
naval tonnage to each of the three na- 
tions would alone serve to discredit the 
statement that a naval race has been 
precipitated. 

“The fact that Great Britain lacks but 
50 «ships of having her full treaty 
strength and Japan but 7 ships. while 
the United States is at present short of 


her treaty quota by 121 ships, and will | 


be short of it by 85 ships when the pres- 


ent construction program is completed. | 


sufficiently discredits the ‘inspirational’ 
theory. 


“When they have completed their an- | 


nounced programs Great Britain and 


Japan will only have attained full treaty | 


strength and replacement of ships coming 
over-age before 1937 and in 1987 and 
1988. This situation will probably serve 
to make our people wonder how these 
facts import a naval race. 

“The fact is unquestioned by American 
naval authorities that Great Britain and 
Japan are entirely within their treaty 
rights in building up to and maintaining 
the quotas which at the London Confer- 
ence they asserted, and which we con- 
sented, were reasonably necessary to 
their national security. 

“Since the sicnirge of the treaty these 
nations have adopted, announced and 
consistently carried out ship construction 
programs designed to bring their respec- 
tive fleets to treaty strength in 1986. By 
such construction they have confirmed 
the considered estimates of their dele- 
gates to the London Conference as to 
their respective requirements for national 
security. 
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“The United States has as consistently 
neglected building its fleet by progressive 
annual construction and it now finds it- 
self met with the task of accomplishing 
in less than three years what the other 
nations took six years to accomplish or 
accepting the alternative of relegating 
itself to a third rate naval power without 
escaping the responsibilities while retain- 
ing the interests and essential policies of 
a first rate nation. 

“While the United States may be un- 
able to complete the rounding out of its 
fleet to full treaty strength in so short 
a time, Congress should not, and doubt- 
less will not, neglect to provide for all 
such necessary construction at its com- 
ing January session. 

“Tpon the initiative of The President, 
Secretary Swanson and Chairman Vinson 
of the House Committee on Naval] Af- 
fairs, and with their combined and in- 
spiring leadership such action could not 
fail. 

“Any failure to provide for a treaty 
Navy at once would not only reduce this 
country to a third class naval power but 
it would effectually impeach our claim 
made at the London Conference that our 
national security and interests require 
fleet parity with Great Britain and a 5 
to 3 ratio of fleet strength with Japan. 

“The logic of such a situation would go 
far toward weakening any claim on our 
part to like future ratios at the coming 
1935 Conference. 

“Two national requirements are fast 
hecoming obvious to a people willing to 
face realities and to assume proper na- 
tional responsibilities :—That we build 
our Navy to treaty strength without de- 
lay. and that we increase Navy per- 
sonnel at once, not only to sufficient 
strength to man our present fleet with its 
full complement of officers and enlisted 
men, but also to man our new ships with 
their designed complements of trained 
and efficient officers and men. At the 
present time our ships are only manned 
to between 70 and 75 per cent of their 
full crews. 

“It will require approximately 730 ad- 
ditional officers, (Line. Staff and War- 
rant) and 20.000 additional enlisted men, 
to supply full complements to ships which 
will be in commission when the new 
building program is completed. This al- 
lows for crews of present over-age ships 


being transferred to new replacement 
ships, and leaves shore stations with 
present restricted officer and enlisted 


personnel. 

“It is entirely safe to say that a 70 per 
cent Navy, either in ships or crews, will 
not satisfy the American people, nor will 
they be satisfied to send their sons to 
man, and perhaps to fight, their ships 
without adequate training. 

“Nothing would contribute more to 
world stability and the preservation of 
national peace than a world knowledge 
that this Nation is ready and able to 
safeguard American interests and poli- 
cies, 

“With no assumption that war is im- 
minent, we are all aware that world con- 
ditions are explosive. Aside from these 
conditions, wise men and wise nations 
insure against possibilities of loss—not 
merely probabilities. 

“Surely a Government that is spending 
many billions of dollars to recover pros- 
perity can afford the reasonable cost of 
being ready to protect it when recovered 
—especially when that expenditure for 
protection contributes so directly and 
substantially to such recovery.”

Honor Admiral Woodward 

In the name of the President of the 
United States, Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson on Aug. 9 presented a gold star 
in lieu of a second Distinguished Service 
Medal to Rear Adm, Clark Howell Wood- 
ward, USN, Member of the General 
Board, for service in supervising the Na- 
tional Nicaraguan Elections in 1932. The 
citation accompanying the decoration 
was: 

“For exceptionally distinguished and 
meritorious service rendered the Govern- 
ment as Chairman of the United States 
Electoral Mission to Nicaragua in the 
supervision of the Nicaraguan national 
elections in 1932. The difficult and deli- 
cate tasks assigned Rear Admiral Wood- 
ward were performed with the highest 
degree of judgment, patience, force and 
tact. and despite the many and serious 
obstacles the mission carried out an 
election conducted without notable dis- 
order and with results accepted by the 
Niearaguan Congress, political leaders 
and the people. Its successful conclusion 
has reflected great credit upon him and 
the naval service.” 

Rear Admiral Woodward was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal on No- 
vember 6, 1927 with the citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious service 
in a duty of great responsibility as Com- 
mander Naval Forces on shore in West- 
ern Nicaragua in the spring of 1927. 
Nicaragua at the time being in a state of 
insurrection. Largely through his excel- 
lent judgment, tact, patience and ability. 
order was restored and maintained and 
ultimately all Nicaraguan Forces’ in 
Western Nicaragua were disarmed.” 

He was also awarded the Medal of 
Merit by the President of Nicaragua 
with the citation: 

“For services in assisting the Govern- 
ment of Nicaragua in re-establishing law 
and order in the conduct and supervision 
of a national election and in the mainte- 
nance of peace.” 

In April 1928, Rear Admiral Woodward 
was attached to the Office of the Gov- 
ernor of the Panama Canal and was on 
duty there until June 19351 when he was 
ordered to command Cruiser Division 3, 
Seouting Force. Admiral Woodward 
served as Chairman of the United States 
Electoral Mission to Nicaragua in the 
fall of 1932 with the rank of Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary. 
He completed that duty in January 1953 
and on January 28th assumed command 
of the Special Service Squadron. He re- 
ported for duty with the General Board, 
Navy Department. on June 30, 1933. 





Naval Observatory 

Capt. J. F. Hellweg, USN, Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Observatory, Wash- 
ington, D. C., reported Aug. 5 that Mr. 
J. E. Willis, astronomer, attached to the 
Naval Observatory, noted a large white 
spot on Saturn near the equator and on 
the central meridian at 12.18 a. m. EST 
or 5.18 G.C.T. The size of the spot ap- 
peared to be about 1/10 the diameter of 
the disk of Saturn, or approximately the 
size of the earth. 

At the time Mr. Willis observed the 
spot on Saturn, he was engaged in reg- 
ular night observations with the 6-inch 
transit circle, but immediately trans- 
ferred his observations to the 26-inch 
equatorial. His observations were 
checked by Mr. Sharpless and Mr. H. E. 
Burton, astronomers at the Observatory. 

In 1876, Professor Asaph Hall, at the 
Naval Observatory, observed a spot on 
Saturn and again in 1903, Mr. E. E. 
Barnard reported a similar phenomenon, 
which Mr. Willis stated may have been 
caused by a storm or eruption near the 
surface of the planet. During the pe- 
riods of the previous visibility of the 
spots, deductions were made as to the 
period of the planet’s rotation.

“© The Secretary of War has ac- 
cepted the offer of the ARMY AND Navy 
JounNAL, as he believes that the recog- 
nition of outstanding records for discipli- 
nary and administrative excellence would 
have most beneficial effects.

“The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL med- 
als,” Mr. Fechner said this week, “will 
be a fitting and welcome reward to the 
officers and men of the Army as well as 
to the CCC youths who are working so 
diligently to make the President’s pro- 
gram a success. The competition they 
will arouse will constitute a real morale 
booster. 

‘A fine job is being done by these offi- 
cers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, and Army Reserve, and the 
Army enlisted men, in their work with 
the Civilian Conservation Corps. Reports 
coming into this central office from all of 
the agencies involved are revealing day 
by day the benefit of the Emergency 
Conservation Work program. The CCC 
boys and their dependents are being 
helped at a time when they most need 
help; business and industry from the 
small retailer to the manufacturer is 
feeling the stimulating effects of the pur- 
chases made, and at the same time work 
of great value to the present and future 
generations is being accomplished in the 
forests and parks. 

“At the same time the boys are getting 
something that will stay with them as 
long as they live—an intimate contact 
with the mountains, the forests, the riv- 
ers and streams of their own country. 
Thousands of them, city boys, would 
otherwise have missed the stimulation 
and joy of knowing and living intimately 
with nature. In these camps under the 
best of instructors they are learning to 
take care of themselves in the open and 
to make themselves at home in the hills. 
Back in the city streets, restless and idle, 
they would have had quite another ex- 
perience. As it is they will return to 
their homes in better health, with a new 
and vigorous outlook, and possessed of a 
broadened capacity for enjoying life. 

“The Army has done and is doing loyal 
and efficient service in this great peace 
time task. Its duties have been most 
widespread. Army officers accepted the 
CCC boys from the Labor Department, 
examined and equipped them, passed 
them on to conditioning camps where 
they were hardened for their life in the 
woods, set up their work camps and 
helped to keep them happy while the 
chips fly. Most elaborate plans were 
worked out to safeguard the health and 
well being of the men. The service might 
well be proud of its part. 

“The camps that win the ARMy AND 
NAVY JOURNAL’s awards will have to 
work pretty hard because the general 
standard is high. The officers who re- 
ceive the gold and silver decorations and 
the enlisted men and CCC boys who are 
awarded the bronze ones will deserve 
them, for the honors will be hard won.”

THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL has signed the agreement with the Presi- 
dent known as the blanket code for industry. Thus it is a full fledged member in 
good standing of the Order of the Blue Eagle. The Army aNnp Navy JOURNAL is 
happy to state that the hours of work and scale of wages of its loyal staff have 
always bettered the requirements of the code. They will so continue. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief can be assured that in the spirit of the Army and Navy we will 
staunchly do our part in the task of advancing the country upon the road to 
prosperity. 





PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT WILL MAKE one more effort to obtain a disarma- 
ment agreement at Geneva. Should it fail in tangible results, he will feel that the 
spirit of nationalism throughout the world is so strong that it will continue to 
dominate the munitions policies of foreign governments. The existence of this 
spirit was apparent during the London Conference. Indeed, Mr. Roosevelt is 
charged with the failure of that conference because of his Amberjack note which 
announced that just as the United States was putting its economic house in order 
so should other Nations do so. An occasional reference to the disarmament con- 
ference was made at London, and the suggestion was advanced that its success 
or failure would depend upon the outcome of the economic negotiations. Further 
complicating the disarmament situation is the apprehension created in France by 
the policies inaugurated by the Hitler regime in Germany, the growing demand in 
England for an increase of her Fleet, the possibilities seen in the flight of the 
Italian airplanes across the Atlantic, and the militant attitude of Japan in the 
Far East and the military and naval expansion upon which she has engaged. 
The prospects, therefore, are that the Disarmament Conference will only display 
further lip service, and that the several participating governments will be concerned 
less with limitation than with arrangements for strengthening their Armies and 
Navies. Should this forecast be verified in spite of the urgent representations 
which the American delegation will make, the President will feel that further 
negotiations at Geneva are hopeless, and that it is his duty to provide proper 
protection for the United States. Already he has ordered a substantial increase 
in the Navy: more must be done for the Fleet to attain the strength authorized 
by the London Treaty. Pending before him is a recommendation from General 
MacArthur for the mechanization and motorization of the Army and additional 
aireraft. That recommendation at least to the extent of $50,000,000 should be 
adopted. It would mean that the small regular Army would be better equipped 
to discharge the important missions entrusted to it. It would mean also additional 
employment and thus would play a prominent part in the recovery policy of the 
Administration. 





THE BUILDING PROGRAM which has just been launched means that addi- 
tional officers and men will be required for the Navy in order to operate the vessels 
as they become available. This matter has been the subject of a thoughtful study 
by President Hubbard of the Navy League, whom we quote in our news columns. 
Mr. Roosevelt's familiarity with the Navy justifies the belief that when he author- 
ized the new construction he foresaw the need of an increase in personnel. In his 
time in the Navy Department, the officers upon whom he then depended argued 
that each time a ship was laid down provision for its complement should be 
arranged. This policy appealed to the then Assistant Secretary. It has not been 
followed largely because Congress felt that the moment a new ship was commis- 
sioned an overage vessel should be scrapped. Immediately after his inauguration, 
the Secretary of the Navy approved the Pratt rotation plan, which would have 
meant the retirement of hundreds of officers and discharge of several thousand 
enlisted men. Reflection convinced the President that such action in the face of 
a disturbed world was inadvisable, and he personally cancelled the orders that had 
been issued. He followed this action by directing the new building program. As 
the Fleet now is undermanned, the personnel at present authorized will be unable 
to take care of the additional units as they become available. Nor should inexperi- 
enced officers and men be used to fill vacancies in complements depleted for the 
benefit of the later craft. The part of wisdom would seem to be to provide promptly 
for the modest increase in officers and men which the larger force at sea will 





require. 
THE ORGANIZATIONS OF FEDERAL EMPLOYES are continuing their 
efforts to induce the President to cancel the 156 pay cut and to recommend 


legislation at the next session of Congress which will permit increased pay with 
promotion. The Army and Navy cannot participate in such a movement, but that 
it has their sympathy will be readily understood. Both General MacArthur and 
Admiral Standley are concerned at the hardships which officers and men are suffer- 
ing as a result of the economies practiced at the expense of the Services, and which 
are steadily increasing in consequence of the rise in prices. For officers and men 
serving abroad General MacArthur secured some relief by inducing the State De- 
partment to obtain authority from the President under which their government 
checks could be cashed in the local currency at their face value, rather than the 
exchange value. Helpful as this action is to a limited number, it fails to take into 
account the needs of the mass of officers and men of both Services. Statisticians 
of the President have informed him that prices at present are of the 1910-14 level, 
and he has announced his objective to be prices of the 1924-26 level. The pay 
schedules of the Services are basically those of the law enacted in 1908; they were 
inadequate when passed and during the 1910-14 price level. They will be grossly 
so if and when the level desired by the President is attained, and especially if the 
15% pay cut and pay freeze should be continued. It would seem to be only justice 
for the President, the moment the higher price level is achieved, to direct a new 
study of the price index and upon the showing thus made at least to cancel the 
pay cut.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


General Officer Vacancies—Now that Secretary of War Dern has returned from his 
airplane trip across the continent it is quite likely that action will be forthcoming 
on a slate of appointments to fill existing and expected vacancies among the general 
officers of line and staff of the Army. Thus far it has been customary under the 
regime of General MacArthur as chief of staff to announce appointments as far ahead 
as possible. This policy has met with widespread favor and undoubtedly is an aid 
to morale. When uncertainty exists right up to the day the vacancy is created, as 
is often the case (sometimes unavoidably), the morale is bound to be adversely 
affected. In the case of a branch chief the Army is in doubt as to future policies 
and in all cases the aspirants continue hoping until the last moment. 

One announcement that will be made shortly, and which is of enough certainty to 
forecast with definiteness, is that Brig. Gen. George H. Estes, now at Ft. McPherson, 
Ga., will become the next commandant of the Infantry School and post at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga. The post is now functioning under Col. Fred L. Munson, of the 24th In- 
fantry, who has been acting commandant since the retirement of Maj. Gen. Campbell 
King. This appointment will meet with high favor both in the Army and among the 
citizenry. General Estes is a native of Alabama and was appointed to the Military 
Academy from Georgia. 

There will be two major general vacancies to be filled this year. Thus far in the 
present administration of the Army, seniority has been a large factor in the selec- 
tion of officers and while exceptions have been made it is a more than fair conjecture 
that it will continue. The last major general to be made was George S. Simonds, 
whose previous selection as commandant of the Army War College made it virtually 
certain that he would get the two stars. However, the brigadier generals senior to 
him are not likely to be overlooked. Brig. Gen. Joseph C. Castner, the senior, 
reaches the statutory retirement age in November, thus virtually precluding his 
selection. The next two on the list, Brig. Gen. Harold B. Fiske, now at Ft. de 
Lesseps, Canal Zone, and Brig. Gen. Halsted Dorey, of Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., 
appear to be in line for the selections. General Fiske does not retire until November 
of 1935 and General Dorey until February of 1938. 

In addition to the two vacancies among the brigadier generals to be created by 
promotion the year will see three more created making a total of five brigadier gen- 
erals to be made. It is probable that these, too, will be announced when the slate 
comes out. Selection of these depends to a great extent on the board of major gen- 
erals appointed under the National Defense Act to prepare a list of eligibles from 
among the colonels of the Army. Appointments, while recommended by the Chief of 
Staff and the Secretary and actually made by the President, must be from among 
the officers borne on this eligible list. It is understood that there are three colonels 
of Infantry whose position on this list would seem to warrant forecasting their selec- 
tion. They are Col. Alexander T. Ovenshine, cf Ft. Sam Houston, Tex.; Col. William 
K. Naylor, of Governors Island, and Col. Robert O. Van Horn, who has been at the 
University of California at Berkley. From the Field Artillery it appears that Col. 
Thomas FE. Merrill who has peen on duty at Milwaukee with the Organized Reserves, 
has an excellent chance. The Cavalry, it seems, will supply Col. George Vidmer, who 
has been guiding the destinies of the 87th Division at Montgomery, Ala. 

\xisting and pending vacancies for general officers of the staff include that of 
the Chief of Engineers, due to the expiration of the tour of duty of Maj. Gen. Lytle 
Brown on Tuesday, Aug. 8, of this week; the Judge Advocate General because of the 
retirement of Maj. Gen. Blanton Winship who reaches the age of 64 next November, 
and that of Assistant Quartermaster General because of the expiration of the tour 
of duty of Brig. Gen. Louis H. Bash on Aug. 31. In addition Col. Julian E. Yates, 
the Chief of Chaplains, completes his tour on Dec. 23, creating another vacancy. 

For Chief of Engineers the name of Col. Edward M. Markham appears most 
prominent. Colonel Markham, the division engineer at Cleveland, has an enviable 
record and it is understood that he also carries the recommendation of General 
Brown. In times so trying and with so many tasks of exacting nature to perform 
and with the very existence of his corps often in the balance, General Brown has 
created such a record that any recommendations of his would appear likely of 
approval. 

While considerable speculation has been voiced as to who will succeed General 
Winship as the Judge Advocate General of the Army, the matter now seems to be 
narrowed down to two: Col. Kyle Rucker, stationed in the General's office, and Col. 
Dennis P. Quinlan, of the 3rd Corps Area. It seems that either of these would 
meet with the present chief's approval. 

Still less certainty evolves around the matter of who is to succeed General Bash 
as Assistant Quartermaster General in charge of construction. Those in Washington 
who are prone to speculation admit that the choice is a difficult one. General Bash 
has handled his post with efficiency and tact and has created a fine organization. 
The list of those eligible includes so many of emminent qualifications that picking 
one will be a hard job. One hears that Col. Henry Gibbons and Col. Patrick W. 
Guiney, the former of the Chief’s office in Washington and the latter Quartermaster 
of the 3rd Corps Area, are being favored by the Quartermaster General. Another

Now, however, it is believeg 
that when a slate is submitted to him it will be considered more promptly. ‘Thys 
with the return of Secretary Dern to his desk it may be expected that there will he 
action before many days.

Pay of Army and Navy Abroad—As announced in the ARMY AND Navy Jovrnar 
last week arrangements have been approved for granting relief to the officers of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps stationed in countries still on the gold standard, 
Many of these have suffered severely because of the drop of the dollar’s value abroad. 

For carrying out the plan, the Treasury Department announces that it has com. 
pleted arrangements with the American Express company abroad to cash checks for 
salaries and reimbursements for expenses of American officers stationed abroad at 
mint par rate of exchange instead of the depreciated rate of exchange. A smal] 
handling charge will be collected for the service. Of course, only officers and em. 
ployes who are paid on a dollar salary basis will so benefit. 

To facilitate the carrying out of the program, the disbursing officers will notify 
the Express Company where the checks will be cashed of the name, addrsss, amount 
and serial number of each check issued to employes who will take advantage of the 
arrangement. The checks must be presented within 10 days of issuance. 

The countries where this arrangement holds good are Austria, Belgium, Ger. 
many, Poland, Jugoslavia and France. For the purpose, the Treasury is depositing 
with the Bank of France sufficient gold to take care of the checks. 

It was also learned that this arrangement is temporary and its continuance wil] 
depend upon what Congress decides to do about this class of government officials 
at the next session. 

* * . 
Reduction of Army Paper Work—The Chief of Staff has approved a change in 
paragraph 17, AR 605-120, whereby statements of preferences will hereafter be pre- 
pared in duplicate. Heretofore statments of preferences have been furnished by The 
Adjutant General to the Chiefs of Arms and Services where they are copied and 
returned to The Adjutant General. In the Chief of Infantry’s Office alone some 3700 
ecards are copied in their entirety. As the data appearing on preference ecards are 
necessary to The Adjutant General and to Chiefs of Arms and Services, the prepara- 
tion of them in duplicate will save much time and effort in the War Department. 

To facilitate preparation in the field a double perforated sheet of durable paper 
carrying the same headings as heretofore will be furnished. The use of carbon paper 
will permit the preparation of the forms without extra work. Upon receipt by The 
Adjutant General the original will be retained and the copy will be sent to the Chief 
of Arm or Service concerned. The forms will be distributed by The Adjutant 
General in time to prepare them on October 1st of the present year.

Shipping Board Heads Continue Duties—Fortunately, the transfer of the activities 
of the Shipping Board to the Department of Commerce will not prevent the country 
from benefitting by the services of the three retired Naval Officers who have been so 
ably serving as Commissioners of the Board. It was announced this week at the 
Department of Commerce that the Secretary of that Department will retain Rear 
Adm. Hutch I. Cone, USN-Ret., Capt. David W. Todd, USN-Ret., and Capt. Gate- 
wood 8. Lincoln, USN-Ret., as an advisory board on merchant marine’ matters.

Reserve President Visits Panama—Col. L. Kemper Williams, Inf-Res., president of 
the Reserve Officers Association in the United States sailed July 29 on the SS 
Pepein for Jamaica and the Panama Canal Zone. On Saturday, Aug. 5 he was the 
guest of honor at a reception given by the Associations department officials. Capt. 
William P. Hart, Eng-Res., is president of the Canal Zone Department, which has 
two chapters. Lt. Clarence L. Johnson, Inf-Res., is president of the Atlantie Chapter, 
and Lt. R. C. Jansen, Eng-Res., is president of the Pacific chapter. 

The Reserve Officers Association of the United States has launched a member- 
ship drive setting as its objective 51 percent of the total number of officers on the 
Active Duty Assignable List. This establishes a National membership objective 
of 44,032 members for 1933. In connection with the drive the “President’s Sabre 
Contest” will be held. A sabre will be awarded to the member who secures the great- 
est number of members during the period from Aug. 15 to Nov. 15.

Additional Certificate for Reserve Officers—Pending revision of pertinent Army 
Regulations, the following information is being disseminated by the War Depart- 
ment for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

The Act of March 4, 1933, making appropriations for the military and nonmili- 
tary activities of the War Department for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1934, and 
for other purposes (Pub. No. 441—72d Cong.), contains the following provision rela- 
tive to payments to Reserve officers: 

“No part of the appropriation made in this Act shall be available for pay. 
allowances, or traveling or other expenses of any officer of the Organized Reserves 
who may be drawing a pension, disability allowance, disability compensation, or 
retired pay from the Government of the United States.” 

In compliance with the provision quoted above, the following certificate will be 
furnished on all vouches covering payments to Reserve Officers from the appropria- 
tions contained in the War Department appropriation act for the fiscal year 1934: 

“I certify that I am not drawing a pension, disability allowance, disability com- 
pensation, or retired pay from the Government of the United States.”

Replacement of Chemical Warfare Service Training Equipment—Because no funds 
are available for replacement of training masks or replacement of chemical warfare 
training equipment, during the fiscal year 1934, the issue of material of this kind 
has been drastically curtailed for the present fiscal year. 

The Department is warning that every effort should be made to make the most 
use of chemical warfare equipment now on hand; slight defects in masks or other 
chemical warfare material will not be considered cause for disposing of such equip- 
ment. While it is desirable to keep equipment in the best possible state of repair. 
chemical warfare training can be conductd in a satisfactory manner even though 
some parts of the masks are not considered to be entirely serviceable, it is said. 

Only in exceptional cases will requisitions for gas masks, gas mask parts, or 
other equipment be submitted, and in each case, a complete statement of the necessity 
for the material should accompany the requisition.

General Walker Retires—Brig. Gen. Meriwether L. Walker, who reaches the statu- 
ee age next month, was this week ordered to his home to await retire 
ment. 

General Walker was born in Lynchburg, Va., on Sept. 30, 1869, and has had 2 
long and distinguished military and engineering career. General Walker graduated 
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ST - 
from West Point in the class of 1889, was immediately commissioned in the Corps 


of Engineers. Prior to the World War he served, among other duties, as District 
Engineer in several engineering districts. He was professor of Practical Military 
Engineering at West Point and was later commended by General Pershing for his ser- 
vice as Chief Engineer in the Punitive Expedition into Mexico (1916-17). During 
the World War General Walker was Division Engineer of the 41st Division, Assistant 
Chief Bngineer of the American Expeditionary Forces, and Director of the Motor 
Transport Corps. During his service in the latter capacity he held the temporary 
rank of Brigadier General. He has been awarded the Distinguished Service Medal. 
At the conclusion of the World War General Walker was assigned to duty at the 
Army War College, and after graduating from that institution in 1920, became 
Commandant of the Engineer School. In July, 1921, he became Engineer of Mainte- 
nance of the Panama Canal. The duties of that office involved’ the coordination of 
all the yaried activities of the Canal’s operation, maintenance and government, as 
well as the operation of the Panama Railroad and Steamship Lines. Later he became 
Governor of the Canal Zone. 

Since 1925, General Walker has commanded the 18th Brigade, Headquarters 1st 
Corps Area, Boston, Mass. He will reside at Vineyard Haven, Mass.

Service Widows Pensions—Considerable progress has been made in the Veterans, 
Administration in the study of service widows’ pensions and with the expected 
return to Washington next week of both Director Hines and President Roosevelt, 
it is likely that the Director will make recommendations to the President that 
certain of the injustices to this class of pensioners be corrected. It is understood 
that the President has been impressed with the cases that have been called to his 
attention and is likely to authorize some adjustments. 

* * x 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps Extra Pay for Qualification in Arms—A pay loss 
is being suffered in by the enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
which is not generally recognized by the public. In addition to their pay cut and 
other cuts all of these services suffer in some manner by a loss in connection with 
their extra pay for qualification in arms. In the Army all ammunition allowances 
except for recruits have been discontinued and men will not be permitted to 
requalify when their qualification expires (a year from their previous qualification). 
No new qualifications have been permitted since June 20. In the Navy a similar 
ruling prevails, except that men who qualified prior to June 30 will be permitted 
to retain their qualifications for a year from date of last qualification. Thus in 
these two services each month during the fiscal year will see a large number of 
men being reduced in pay because of expiration of qualification and inability 
(through no fault of their own) to requalify. In the Marine Corps a cut in rate 
was instituted. Experts who formerly were paid at the rate of $5 a month will 
drop to $3 a month while sharpshooters will drop from $3 to $1. In this service, 
however, they will be permitted to requalify. 

* * * 
Navy and Marines Ready for Cuba—With a number of vessels available on the 
East coast for duty in Cuban waters, the Navy Department feels that it is amply 
prepared for such action as may be requested of it by the State Department in 
connection with the Cuban crisis. 

One matter which might require a change in normal arrangements is the fact 
that the transport Henderson, usually used to take Marines on their missions, is 
at present laid up in the Boston Navy Yard for overhaul and is not expected to be 
available until Aug. 30. However, no difficulty is expected on this score for if 
necessary commercial vessels could be put into use. 

The Naval vessels which would be available for Carribean duty at this time 
or shortly include the Special service Squadron at Balboa composed of the USS 
Richmond, Sturtevant and Overton; the Drill Squadron now on duty with reserve 
cruises, including the USS Bernadou, Cole, DuPont, Ellis, Fairfax, and Hamilton, 
all in the Narragansett Bay area, the Claxton and Taylor which are leaving Miami 
for sea duty and the Wyoming which is due at Funchel with the midshipmen. 
Miscellaneous vessels available include the USS Indianapolis, due at New York 
Aug. 12 from Bar Harbor; USS Twiggs ready at Norfolk Aug. 12; USS Manley 
doing torpedo experimental work at Newport; USS J. F. Talbott, ready at Norfolk 
Aug. 15: USS McFarland, ready at Norfolk Sept. 1: USS Reuben James, ready at 
joston Sept. 1; USS Bainridge, ready at Norfolk Sept. 1; USS Goff, ready at 
Charleston Sept. 1; USS Hannibal now at Philadelphia and due to leave for Nor- 
folk Aug. 24: and the USS Nitro, which will leave the Canal Zone Aug. 18 for 
Port au Prince where it is due to arrive Aug. 21. 

With 3.500 Marines at Quantico and 2,500 on the West Coast, the Department 
believes it could take care of the situation.

National Guard Funds 

A program of expenditures for the | 
National Guard for the Fiscal Year 1934 
has been approved by the Secretary of 
War. In view of the decision to retain 
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nection with visits of instruction has 
been eliminated for the Fiscal Year 1934, 
as a charge against Federal funds. 

“Project No. 51 (Articles of uniform) 
—Due to the extremely large cut in this 
project only $2.50 per enlisted man could 
be allotted for articles of the uniform 
during the Fiscal Year 1934. There re- 
mains only a small balance on hand in 
the National Guard Bureau to be used 
in emergency and no increases can be 
granted. 

“Project No. 52 (Maintenance of QM 
motor vehicles)—Funds under this 
project are being allotted for use only in 
connection with the new trucks and sta- 
tion wagons recently issued to the motor- 
ized field artillery. No funds under this 
project are being allotted for the mainte- 
nance of old type motor vehicles pend- 
ing a decision as to whether these old 
type motor vehicles will be replaced by 
new vehicles under the provisions of the 
Public Works Act. 

“Funds are being allotted for the main. 
tenance of the new trucks and station 
wagons at the rate of $2.00 per vehicle, 
none of which is to be withheld in the 
National Guard Bureau for the procure- 
ment of tires. It is believed that funds 
so allotted be sufficient to cover all main- 
tenance costs of these new vehicles dur- 
ing the ensuing year and that no tires 
will be required. Every effort should be 
made to stay within this allowance as 
there are no additional] funds in the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau from which an in- 
crease can be made. 


“Project No. 53 (Replacement and re- 
pair, band instruments; purchase of 
sheet music)—Funds allotted under this 
project are considerably less than for last 
year, but the allottments cannot be in- 
creased as there are no funds in the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau from which to make 
any increases. Therefore, every effort 
should be made to conserve these funds 
for use in securing only absolute neces- 
sities. 

“No sheet music will be supplied this 
year as no funds are available for this 
purpose. All local repairs to band instru- 
ments will be paid for from funds al- 
lotted under Project No. 16. 
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“Project No. 54 (Miscellaneous QM 
equipment, supplies and repairs)—This 
project also has suffered a drastic cut 
and only 25c. per enlisted man will be 
allotted each state for miscellaneous 
Quartermaster supplies and repairs dur- 
ing the Fiscal Year 1934.. This amount 
cannot be increased as there is no bal- 
ance on hand for this purpose.”

Robert E. Callan, Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-4; Brig. Gen. Charles E. Kil- 
bourne, Assistant Chief of Staff, War 
Plans Division, and Brig.

The President was given authority at 
the last session of Congress to “suspend” 
or “reduce the rate of” the flight pay of 
officers, warrant officers, and enlisted 
men of the Army, Navy and Coast 
Guard. Accordingly a few weeks ago he 
asked the Secretaries of the War and 
Navy departments to get together on reec- 
ommendations for his guidance. Rear 
Adm. Ernest J. King, USN, chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, was appointed to 
represent the Navy and Maj. Gen. Ben- 
jamin Foulois, chief of the Air Corps, 
to represent the Army. Meeting July 24 
\dmiral King revealed that the Navy 
intends to stand by its previous recom- 
mendation that no reduction should be 
made but if circumstances should de- 
mand one then cuts should be made only 
among those receiving more than that 
provided for commanders or lieutenant 
colonels. 

When the Army’s policy has been de- 
cided upon the service representatives 
will again get together.

Ft. Niagara, N. Y.—A compromise be. 
tween nations in the settlement of inter. 
national debts was seen necessary by 
Representative James W. Wadsworth, 
former Senator from Geneseo, before 
world economic stability can be restore@, 

Speaking at a dinner given by the 
officers of the 391st Infantry-Res, here 
training the Citizens Military Training 
Camp students, Representative Wads. 
worth stated that the world now owes 
more than it can pay and that every 
nation would have to make some conces. 
sion in the settlement of international] 
debts. 

Referring to the handling of the Civil. 
ian Conservation Corps, Representative 
Wadsworth praised the work of the 
Army in organizing the reforestation 
camps and stated that “the Army has 
demonstrated again that it can meet 
an emergency in times of peace as well 
as in times of war.” 

He pleaded for an adequate Army for 
National Defense much in the same man- 
ner as when he was sponsoring the Na- 
tional Defense Act of 1920. He thought 
that the reduction of Army appropria- 
tions was not in the best interest of the 
country.

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Marine Insurance Survey 

The survey of marine insurance writ- 
ten in the United States by domestic and 
admitted foreign companies during calen- 
dar year 1932 has just been completed by 
the Shipping Board. A summary of this 
survey indicates that hull insurance pre- 
miums on American ocean going mer- 
chant ships has remained about the same 
as for 1931, but that there was a drop 
of about $5,000,000 in premiums for other 
hulls; yachts, fishing vessels, Great 
Lakes ships, ete. There was a decrease 
in cargo insurance premiums received by 
both American and foreign admitted 
companies of approximately $5,500,000, 

Reports were, received from sixty-five 
domestic companies and twenty-four for- 
eign admitted companies. Premiums re- 
ceived by domestic companies amounted 
to $25,866,000 as compared with $36,126,- 
000 for 1931, and by admitted foreign in- 
surance companies, $6,646,000 as com- 
pared with $7,011,000, 

After allowing for reinsurance with 
non admitted foreign insurance com- 
panies, the total net premiums received 
within the United States by all com- 
panies amounted to $28,910,000 as com- 
pared with $38,173,000 in 1931. The de- 
crease in premiums was almost evenly 
divided between hull and cargo insur- 
ance. Premiums on hull insurance writ- 
ten by domestic companies (including 
Shipping soard Insurance Fund) 
amounted to $15,086,000 as compared to 
$20,628,000 in 1931,

Writes on . Service Pay 

Los Angeles, Calif—Col. A. T. Marix, 
USMC-Ret, president of the Retired Of- 
ficers Association, has written the fol- 
lowing letter to the president of the 
American Federation of Labor: 

Mr. William Green, President, 
American Federation of Labor, 
Washington. D. C. 

My dear Mr. Green: 

This Association desires to extend to 
you, and to the Federation of which you 
have the honor of being president, our 
very sincere and grateful appreciation of 
the stand you have taken in recommend- 
ing and urging President Roosevelt to 
abolish the 159% cut in pay and to rec- 
ommend to Congress the repeal of what 
the Services know as the “pay freeze.” 

With the cost of living constantly 
mounting. this cut is indeed working : 
hardship on the Services, and especially 
those of us who after long years of ser- 
vice or because of physical disabilities 
have been placed on the retired list. 

When one takes into consideration 
that the Government increased the pay 
of the different branches of Federal em- 
ployees ranging in amounts from 175% 
to those of the foreign service down to 
and including Cabinet members, who re- 
ceived an increase of 25%, while our 
Armed Forces received an increase of 
but 11%, it seems most unjust that we 
should have suffered the same percent- 
age of cut that the other branches of 
Federal employees received. The Gov- 
ernment had always conteded that owing 
to the fact that officers of the regular 
establishment were to receive retired pay 
upon being placed on the retired list, 
that their monthly stipend should not 
be increased in the same proportion as 
the pay of other Federal employees, but 
in spite of this the Armed Forces have 
recently, through an Act of Congress, 
been compelled to accept a 150% decrease 
in the pay which the Government as- 
sured them they would receive upon re- 
tirement. 

The contention of our Armed Forces 
is to the effect that when they are placed 
on the retired list they have fully earned 
and paid for their retired pay (or an-

Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federal 
reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending August 2, as reported by 
the Federal reserve banks, was $2,206. 
600,000, an increase of $9,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and a 
decrease of $207,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week in 1932 

On August 2 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,208,000,000, an increase 
of $7,000,000 for the week. This increase 
corresponds with increases of $17.00. 
060 in money in circulation, $15,000,000 
in member bank reserve balances and §$9- 
000,000 in unexpended capital funds, 
nonmember deposits, ete.. offset in part 
by an increase of $52,000,000 in Treasury 
currency, adjusted. 

Bills discounted increased $2,000,000 at 
the Federal Reserve Bank of San Fran- 
cisco and $3,000,000 at all Federal reserve 
banks. The System’s holdings of bills 
bought in ‘open market and of Treasury 
certificates and bills declined $2,000,000 
each, while holdings of Treasury notes 
increased $13,000,000, 
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Work for Ordnance Arsenals 

The acting Chief of Ordnance, Brig. 
Gen. William H. Tschappat, announced 
yesterday that in connection with the al- 
jocation of funds to the Ordnance estab- 
lishments, the following manufacturing 
establishments have been advised of the 
total funds that will be available to them 
for the Fiscal Year ending June 30, 1934, 
as far as can be stated at this time. 
These funds include the $6,000,000 re- 
ceived under the N.I.R.A. for work in 
connection with ammunition and orders 
received from other Government depart- 
ments to date. The status of these es- 
tablishments in terms of employment for 
the year is estimated to be as follows: 

Rock Island Arsenal, Rock Island, Iil., 
will be able to continue their present 
number of employees with a slight in- 
crease. The funds available today are 
not sufficient for this arsenal to provide 
employment of as many men as last 
year. The number of employees in July 
was approximately 500. This arsenal is 
engaged in the manufacture. of antiair- 
craft artillery gun mounts, mobile artil- 
lery carriages, tanks, combat cars ar- 
mored cars and the repair of artillery 
materiel and tanks. 

Watertown Arsenal, Watertown, Mass., 
will soon be able to return to its full 
number of employees which it had last 
year, approximately 260. This arsenal is 
engaged at the present time in the manu- 
facture of antiaircraft artillery gun 
mounts, steel castings and metallurgical 
research and development in connection 
with the manufacture of guns and 
mounts 

Frankford Arsenal, Bridesburg, Pa., 
work will probably be sufficient to con- 
tinue the present number of employees 
with a slight increase. In July this ar- 
senal had approximately 1,200 employees. 
This arsenal is engaged in the manufac- 
ture and repair of instruments of all 
types for artillery as well as the manu- 
facture of small arms and artillery am- 
munition. 

Springfield Armory, Springfield, Mass., 
will be able to continue its present num- 
ber of employees, approximately 350, 
with no appreciable increase. This ar- 
senal is engaged in the manufacture and 
repair of small arms and machine guns. 
The orders for Springfield include $150,- 
000 which it is expected will be available 
in the near future for the manufacture 
of caliber .22 rifles or semi-automatic 
rifles. In addition it is probable that 
$50,000 will be available within a few 
weeks for this establishment for the 
manufacture of parts required in the 
maintenance of small arms and machine 
guns. 

Picatinny Arsenal, Dover, 
be able to continue its present 
of employees, 1050, and within a rela- 
tively short time will probably be able 
to return to their normal force of around 
1500. This arsenal is engaged in the 
manufacture of powder and explosives 
and all types of ammunition, excepting 
small arms. 

Watervliet Arsenal, 
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the manufacture of 
cannon, including work for the Navy. 
this establishment, the only Army ar- 
senal which does this kind of work, will 
be able during the year to materially 
increase the number of employees. The 
amount of work now in sight may re- 
quire an increase from the _ present 
strength of 150 to a total of 200.

The following resolutions were adopted 
unanimously by the 80th Division Vet- 
erans Association, at the 14th annual 
reunion at Huntington, W. Va., Aug. 4 
1933, viz: 





CCC 

“Whereas, The President in his wis- 
dom has caused to. be enrolled in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps hundreds of 
thousands of unemployed young men to 
the end that their conditions, physically 
and financially, may be improved and our 
forest preserved for posterity, and 

“Whereas, The Regular Army has been 





called upon to use its personnel and fa- 
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cilities for the enrollment of these young 
men and the administering of their 
camps, and 

“Whereas, This task has equalled in 
all its exacting details that of partial 
war time mobilization. of the nation’s 
man power and has notwithstanding its 
magnitude, gone forward with a smooth- 
ness and lack of friction which would be 
impossible but for the training and ex- 
perience of the Army, which is the agen- 
cy of the Commander in Chief for meet- 
ing this emergency, 

“Now Therefore Be It Resolved That 
the 80th Division Veterans Association 
heartily endorse the President’s action 
in thus relieving distress and that the 
United States Army, its officers and men 
be commended and thanked for the mag- 
nificent work it and they have done and 
are continuing to do in the carrying out 
of the President’s humanitarian plans, 
That a copy of these resolutions be for- 
warded to the President of the United 
States, to the Secretary of War and to 
the Chief of Staff of the United States 
Army.” 

National Defense 
“Whereas, We believe in the teachings 
of history that major wars involving 
national effort have befallen our citizens 
on an average of every twenty-nine years 
since the existence of this republic, and 
invariably at times when our national 
defense measures have been most neg- 
lected; that present national and world 
conditions give warning of the possible 
approach of another national emergency, 
and that adequate defense is the only 
known and proven method of preventing 
or, if not preventing, of meeting and 
shortening that emergency at a minimum 

of cost in lives and treasure. 

“Now Therefore, Be It Resolved, That 
the 80th Division Veterans Association 
increase its efforts to safeguard our Na- 
tional Defense Act by protesting against 
all ill advised piecemeal legislation that 
adversely affects adequate defense mea- 
sures and other peacetime operations of 
that Act, and that a military affairs com- 
mittee of three members be appointed 
within the Advisory Council to study, re- 
port upon and make recommendations 
concerning such legislation. 

“Be It Further Resolved, That the 
80th Division Veterans Association seek 
the cooperation of all local civic and fra- 
ternal bodies within its sphere of influ- 
ence by requesting each to appoint a 
similar military affairs committee for
